O.inding, 
monotonous lab*<r far away fn ;n the 
flyinp flags and martial music is the 
portion of the girl who makes niiml- , 
tlons. , 

One and a half million women and ! 
girls have marched Into the .service of | 
the United States government, to take 
the places of the men who have been 
called to the colors. With every draft 
and with the opening of every uiunl- 
tlon cantonment the number Is mul- 
tiplied. Th,>se girls work lon^ hotti'S : 
and the work Is hard and nionotonons. i 
Furthermore, they work at high nerv- 
ous tension. On the skill of their fin- 
gers and the accuracy of their eyes de- 
pends the lives of many soldiers, the 
winning or losing of many buttles. 

**I can't sloep at night because I’m | 
to afraid I may have pas.se<l on some- ^ 
thing that was not quite true,” .said ; 
one young girl not yet In her twenties, i 
who Inspected humh'cds of torjiedoet ; 
every day. - ! 

Unless something can make this girl 
forget at night, and find some rest, her 
hand will lose Its cunning. , 

“Nights and Sundays,” said another, ' 
"I walk and walk, and I never go the 
game route twice until I have worn 
out all the others, and yet I can’t for- 
get that perhaps some time, somehow, 
during the day something may havc- 
gone through that was not quite right.” 
“I was Just on the edge of gring 
back home,” said another. “I couldn’t 
stand It. Then the recreation leader 
asked me If I played basket ball, and 
I told her I was too old. I’m twenty- 
eight. She Insisted that I Just try , 
throwing the ball, and now I’m captain i 
of the basket ball team. I play tennis, ' 
and can ‘set up’ and *wlg-wag,’ and ; 
they’re going to make me forewoman 
of the room. That would have fright- i 
oned me to death once. But every- 
thing Is diflferent now, that we have 
our War Service club.” 

The war department had seen the 
need of occupations for out'Sif-work 
hours If the employees were to work 
at their greatest efficiency, and through 
the ordnance department asked the 
Young Women’s Christian Associ.-’Mi'ii 
for recreation leaders, to line' ui^ the 
girls and direct their free-time p’eas- 
ures. 

The government reminded the Y. V>’. 

' C. A. that as an organization It alwa.vs 
had had an interest In the right hous- 
ing of girl.s. In the right feeding of 
girls, and In the right e<liication cf 
girls, and that the Intelligent care of 
these girls In the munitions factories 
was one of the e.ssentlals in the win- 
ning of the war. The government 
I could hon.se and feed them. It could 
[ put up recreation hnlldings. hut when 
I this was done it v. as .as h-Iiilcss ns fin- 
father of a motherless girl. The gov- 
' eminent Is a composite man. He didn’t 
know* what a girj shoifld do when tlio 
six o’clock factory whistle blew. He 
only knew she needed looking after 
^ and he called -to the one woman's or- 
ganization that for half a century had 
made a study of the needs of girls. 
Vaguely, he had an Idea that she 
should be encouraged to play, that 
she needed wholesome recreation, and 
; some one, wise and sympathetic as a 
; careful mother, to guide her social ac- 
tivities. 

The Blue Triangle sent Its play lady 
to salute and go to work. Workers ore 
a.skeil for In recreation buildings of 
nil the 22 federal Industrial reserva- 
tions or munition cantonments which 
have been opened this summer In sev- 
^ ernl of the states. These reservations 
sprung up out of the very fields In a 
few weeks. They are employing thou- 
sands of workers. Many of these 
women have come from far distant 
homes. The government provided 
dormitories and mess barracks. In 
some places It Is putting up recreation 
buildings. Where such a building la 
; not provided by the government, the T. 
W. C. A. will furnish It, using one ab 
ready standing when, available, and 
bnllding when that Is necessary. All 
these buildings, whether government 
or association-owned, will operate un- 
der the sign of the Blue Triangle. They 
will have big living rooms, as.sembly 
rooms for entertainments, club rooms, 
and gymnasiums. The Bine Triangle 
i will furnish a program of service work, 

- educational classes, games and enter- 
I talnments. Military and signal corps 
I drills will be In charge of soldiers. 

! In Washington, the members of the 
Business Women’s council, a Blue Trt, 
angle league of the Y. W. C. A„ made 
up of girl government employees, drill 
twice a week under an army officer, 
and between five and six o’clock on 
these days long lines of motorcars are 
parked to watch the drill. 

Wherever possible the recreation 
equipment Includes a field somewhere 
for outdoor sports.

The village is 
full of women— old. young, middle- 
aged — whose faces, bauds and hair 
slowly are turning yellow from the 
powder which it is .<aid will eventually 
effect their lung.s. But most of them 
are refugees and the fact that they 
are giving up their good Uaiks. their 
health, and perha[»s-4heir lives in the 
munition factory, is of little nicm.'>nt to 
them. They have come into the wjiHed 
town from ruined villages and devas- 
tated farms with their frightened little 
children, their desi»airlng old jK-ople, 
carrying all their earthly itossessions 
in tiny bundles. In their individual 
lives there is no future; in all their 
world there Is no interest but the con- 
quest of the Hun. 

No one comes Into this little war 
community that centers around the big 
new munitions jilant but tbo.se who 
work. Because of the danger and the 
blighting yellow powder, the work is 
higidy paid and all the workers are 
volunteers. 

The women wi-ar overalls or apron 
dresses, some of biack sateen, some, 
nontb script. The dull garb harmonizes 
with the yellowing faces and de.spair- 
ing eyes. 

Into this modern walled city of de- 
spair the Blue Triangle has lliishisl tlie 
first message of hope. Tl»e Y. IV. C. A. 
foyer is the only recreational center 
within reach. The cars which find 
c.afes at The end of the line a mile 
a\.!iy, stop running at seven o'clock to 
.sa\e fuel. The city is three miles 
from the factory. 

“M.V problem,” writes the Y. \V. C. 
A. secretary in charge, “is to keep the 
women occupied In* the evenings, to 
give' them good healthy amusemtnt .so 
that they will forget their sorrows and 
go to bed and sleep, idiysically tired 
oirt from playing." 

She goes on to tell of some of the 
women and girls wlio come to the 
foyer ; 

“There Is a iiretty little round, rosy- 
cheeked girl here who is just I.eginuing 
to show the effects of the isiwder. The 
roots of her hair and her forelie.ad are 
a pale yellow. The palms of her hands 
are a deep burnt orange and her hands 
and arms a bright yel'ow. 

“There is an ex^professional (hincer, 
an interesting girl who enjoys the 
foyer and hel^is entertain the other, 
girls. There is a profqs.Sional iiianist 
who dot's her bit at the' noon and eve- 
ning hours. There is one rough-and- 
ready girl who speaks English, whosq 
father was an innkeeper in northern 
France. There is a pretty little girl 
who is engaged to a E'rench soldier 
who still is rejoicing over the five min- 
utes she hud with him recently during 
an air raid. His mother is tlie care- 
taker here and he is one of six sons in 
the war. Two of Uiem are Cerman 
military juisoners, two are civil prl.s- 
oners in Germany and two are soldiers 
in the trenche.s. Her home In tiic 
north of France was destroyetl and she 
escaped with a small bundle of such 
things as she could carry in her hamls. 

“There is a sweet-faced girl who 
was a lacemaker in Valenciennes, who 
came direct to us from the Gernirn- 
ridden section after a hard experiem.-e 
In getting away.” 

Those are tiie women the Blue Tri- 
angle is helping to forget — |H-rh.gps 
only for an hour at a time — the lior- 
rors that have blackened Hielr hetirth- 
stoncs and darkened the world. 

“My foyer,” the secretary writes, 
“consists of a hall and tvto large rtMUus 
with cement floors. One has a writing 
table and pa)>er, pens and Ink, sewing 
machines, a cupboard with teacuiis in 
It, a large table with papers atfd uuiga- 
ziucs, easy chairs and my desk. The 
other room h:ts a piano, more tables, 
chairs. Ironing boards and a Viet t ola. 
There are unframed French pictures 
and .\mericiin and I'reuch war i»ostcrs 
around tlie room. The W-alls are paint- 
ed gray and white.” 

Saturday evenings they sing and 
dance. “First they have a ehoru.s,” 
writes the secretary, “such as 'Le IJeve 
Ihis.se’ or the ‘Hytune ties Avlateurs’ or 
stimething equally thrilling, and at the 
final notes of triTtwfih a video at my 
ears beg.s, ‘I'ti polka, mecs.’ Xhe polka 
lliiisiied, there is a call for the ‘Hynme 
Atuerieniti’ and we sing the ’Star- 
Si>!ingled Bautier.’ (Le Urapeau Etoile) 
in two languages.” 

These foyers have been established 
In st'vcral munition iMitfers in France. 
Each one has a cafeteria, a recreation 
hail and rooms fitted up as rest 
room.s. writing and sewing room.s. At 
night these rooms are filled with 
French girls learning Englbsli, tmok- 
keeping or stenography, that they may 
work in the ollices of the .•\merican 
Expeditionary Forces. In connection 
with each Is a large recr-ation field or 
park.
